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LITTLE VISITS TO THE STUDS

TO WILD ROSE FARM. 

EAR the pretty little city of St. 

Charles, 40 miles out from Chicago, 
eight miles from Aurora, in the blue grass 
section of the Fox River Valley of Illinois, 
is Wild Rose Farm, the home of Val Crane, 
widely-known, prosperous and popular 
Turfman, and his father, astute business 
man, former show ring rider and very 
keen judge of horses, especially those for 
saddle purposss. Wild Rose Farm also, 
of course, is the home of Mrs. Val Crane, 
charming young matron, who takes a 
lively interest in her husband’s Thorough- 
breds, and who knows the fine points of 
the animals and their game. 

A few more than 800 acres are embraced 
in Wild Rose Farm, and much of it is in 
pastures and woodlands, stretching away 
to the banks of the river. The trees are 
gorgeous—oaks, elms, walnuts, hickories, 
principally. The grass is és gcod as Ken- 
tucky boasts, and right now it is better, 
because it escaped the severity of the 
drought experienced in the grand old 
Commonwealth. The equipment at Wild 
Rose Farm is first class. Stalls 10x12 feet 
for 53 horses are in stables built of hollow 
tile and roofed with asbestos. shingles. 
The stables are arranged to form three 
sides of a court into which also open the 
living quarters for the men in attendance 
on the horses. 

In the rear of the stables is a large 
storage house of pressed steel for straw 
and implements, but hay and oats are 
kept in the lofts of the stables. Nearby 
the storage house is a garage for the cars 
in use about the farm and for those of 
the employees, and beyond these buildings 
are two immense cement pits for manure, 
which Mr. Crane says have proved of vast 
value to the farm, since the full strength 
of the fertilizer is retained. 

A fine brick dwelling, the home of the 
family, stands on an eminence some three 
hundred yards away from the stables, and 
between this home and the stables is a 
brick garage of four cars capacity for the 
motors of the family. In front of the 
dwelling is a beautiful garden, and there 
is another in front of the court to the 
stables. Standing on the gate pillars at 
this latter garden’s entrance are cast iron 
jockeys in the yellow and red colors of the 
Wild Rose Farm. Just inside the gate

swings a huge bell of lovely tone and 
before it, facing the road, is an ancient 
small cannon. The bell was cast for use 
on a famous old plantation in Louisiana, 
and the cannon rode the waves in defense 
of a merchantman, the deck of which it 
adorned in those days of sailing vessels 
and pirates of the sea. In the cupola on 
the first of the stables hangs a bell that 
did duty on a Mississippi River steamboat 
in early times, and it is the farm bell, 
used to call in men from the fields when 
required, but more especially to tell the 
workers when their meals are ready for 
serving, though it is very likely that those 
fellows if they are as keen as the average 
help on breeding farms and in racing 
stables know that without depending upon 
the sounding of a bell. 


In a field across the road coming into 
the property from the highway between 
Aurora and St. Charles, there is a training 
track seven-tenths of a mile around and 
as level as a billiard table and as safe as 
it is level. Beyond this field is an im- 
mense pasture of blue grass through 
which winds a creek. This excellent water 
flows through every field on the farm. 
The paddocks are supplied with water 
electrically pumped at the rate of 5,000 
gallons an hour from a well 10 inches in 
diameter and distributed from a large 
tank at the rear of the stables. The 
premises are neatly kept and everything 
is in good order. 

Now, about the Thoroughbreds, in 
which the average reader of THE BLOOD- 
Hors very likely is more interested than 
in the foregoing detail, though we have 
been given to understand by many of our 
subscribers that they appreciate know- 
ledge concerning the acreage, buildings, 
equipment, grass and water at farms in 
various parts of the country. It was to 
see the horses, of course, that the writer 
went to Wild Rose Farm. The trip was 
made upon the invitation of Mr. Crane, 
who desired our assistance in the selec- 
tion of mares and foals to be sold at E. J. 
Tranter’s sale in Lexington in November. 


“T have a stallion, 29 mares, 22 foals, 
14 yearlings, and a dozen horses in train- 
ing,” said Mr. Crane, talking over the 
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KICKING KENTUCKY AROUND. 
has been too much temporizing on the 
part of the Latonia Jockey Club. 

According to the original schedule of Kentucky 
racing dates for 1930, the Latonia meeting was 
to begin September 27 and run through October 
25, but for reasons vaguely stated and as vaguely 
believed, the dates were changed so that the 
Latonia racing is to be held October 18 to No- 
vember 15. In the shuffle the date of the La- 
tonia Championship was changed to November 
15, the last day of the meeting. Then the date 
of the Championship was shifted again, to Octo- 
ber 18, the first day. The fact that a Champion- 
ship renewal on October 18 would attract Gallant 
Fox, while a race run in November would not, 
probably was the principal reason for the change 
in the date of the fixture. 


But Buck Weaver’s column in. The Louisville 
Times points out that “the shift may mean elimi- 
nation for the Audley Farm’s Gallant Knight and 
Jack Weaver's Bellesmith, the only Thorough- 
breds west of the Alleghenies with a semblance 
of a chance to beat the ‘Red Devil from Belair’ 
over the trying mile and three-quarters jaunt. 


“Both Gallant Knight and Bellsmith are quar- 
tered at Churchill Downs, but to all indications 
it will be little short of miraculous if either is 
ready for the Championship. Both were thrown 
out of training this summer and while Trainers 
Kay Spence and Jack Weaver, who look after 
their destinies, are unwilling to admit defeat, 
theirs appears a hopeless task with little more 
than three weeks in which to prepare for the 
stakes. Especially is this true in view of the 
fact that the Downs condition book, drawn up no 
doubt before the decision was made to change 
the date, carries only one race of over a mile 
which could possibly serve as a warm-up for the 
longer test. Neither Spence nor Weaver is of the 
complaining sort, but disappointment is written 
all over their faces when any mention of the 
Championship is made. . . . 

“It will be regrettable indeed if Bellsmith and 
Gallant Knight fail to get to the post in top form. 
This department can hardly picture either beat- 
ing Gallant Fox, but alibis tend to detract from 
victories, be they ever so notable. And I am sure 
as fine a sportsman as William Woodward, cer- 
tainly not a mercenary individual, is not looking 
for this ‘best of it’ which has been unconsciously 
thrust upon him. All of which leads to the con- 
clusion that the governors of racing in Kentucky 
would do well in 1931 to announce dates for their 
meetings and stakes early and abide by schedule 


regardless of counteracting circumstances which 
might arise. Racing in Kentucky, I am con- 
strained to believe, is big and stable enough to 
stand on its own bottom. Our stakes are rich 
enough and backed by sufficient tradition to en- 
joy a regular place on the racing calendar and 
this business of switching dates, meetings and 
whatnot (the Inaugural Handicap at Latonia last 
summer was run in the middle of the meeting) 
so as not to conflict with Eastern meetings and 
stakes is entirely unnecessary and infinitely un- 
fair to the rank and file of horsemen. Kentucky 
is the home of the Thoroughbred. It should come 
first; let the others follow.” 

The words are well said, Mr. Weaver. The 
owners of the Lexington, Louisville and Latonia 
tracks, ever since the Thoroughbreds returned 
to Illinois, have shown an increasing disposition 
to thrust Kentucky racing into the background 
and make it secondary to the interests of the 
American Turf Association in Illinois. The re- 
sult is that the sport in the Blue Grass State has 
all the appearance of a neglected geranium. The 
American Turf Association has pursued this 
policy, of course, because it is productive of 
profits, but profits are an insufficient reason for 
making Kentucky tracks the ‘wild’ cards in the 
game. There is no necessity of Kentucky racing 
being reduced to the role of an under circuit, 
though the American Turf Association has found 
it convenient to make it so, and has had the 
assistance of the present State Racing Com- 
mission in the plan, which fact is truly to be 
lamented. 


“DOPE” IN ENGLAND AND AMERICA. 
N England last month two trainers were ruled 
off the Turf for engaging in a practice which 
in America is considered to be a part of the 
routine of racing horses. 

David Taylor and Charles Chapman are the 
offenders, in the eyes of the Jockey Club, and 
they have been given the most drastic punish- 
ment that organization is capable of. 


English racing people had come to consider the 
use of drugs to stimulate horses an abandoned 
practice, but last spring the stewards of the 
Jockey Club revived an old rule which specified 
that they might order a veterinary examination 
of the placed horses in any race if they gave 
notice of such intention before the race. 
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owned by Anthony de Rothschild was examined 
as a matter of form. In July before the Carfin 
Handicap at Lanark the stewards announced that 
the placed horses would have their saliva ex- 
amined. The veterinary’s report was that J. R. 
Brown’s Grand Succes, the winner, had been 
drugged. In September they announced that the 
horse and his trainer, David Taylor, were ruled 
off. 


Less than two weeks later the stewards ruled 
off Chapman for drugging Don Pat in a Handi- 
cap at Kempton Park, August 13. 

The English rule under which this action was 
taken is as follows: 

“It is forbidden any person to administer, or 
cause to be administered, for the purpose of af- 
fecting the speed of a horse, drugs or stimulants 
internally, by hypodermic or other methods.” 

Doping horses was unheard of in England for 
many years. Then American trainers, so the 
story goes, showed the English the use of drugs, 
and there followed a series of startling successes 
on the part of horses whose previous perform- 
ances had been ordinary. The rule quoted above 
was then written into the books and the practice 
was considered non-existent on the island until 
the stewards announced last spring their inten- 
tions to take precautions against it. 

The British press generally, in referring to the 
story of the two trainers being ruled off (though 
both protest innocence), calls doping a “United 
States practice.”” The Sporting Chronicle (Man- 
chester) quotes the Hon. George Lambton’s book, 
“Men and Horses I Have Known’”’: 

“There is no doubt that the Americans started 
the practice of doping, though it must not be 
supposed that they all doped their horses. 

“It was Huggins—the American trainer—who 
told me how it originated. 

“In America they used to race eight or nine 
days in one particular place, and would then 
move on to some other district, where the same 
thing would take place. 

“The consequence was that towards the end of 
these meetings most of the horses had run sev- 
eral times and would be played out. 

“In fact it became a survival of the fittest, and 
every dodge and device was used to keep the poor 
devils up to the mark. Some man hit on the 
marvelous properties of cocaine for the jaded 
horse. 

“After the Americans brought the dope over 
here many Englishmen took it up, but they were 
not very successful as they did not really under- 
stand enough about it. 

“My own experiences were rather interesting. 
I obtained six dopes from a well-known veterina- 
ry surgeon. They were not injected with a needle 
but just given out of a bottle. 

“Their effect on a horse was astonishing. I 


used five of them and had four winners and a 
second. 


“By the following year doping was made an 
offence, the penalty being ‘warned off.’ ”’ 

In America there is also a rule against the use 
of drugs: 

If any person shall administer a drug or stim- 
ulant internally or by hypodermic method prior 


to a race, or shall use in a race appliances elec- 
trical or mechanical other than the ordinary whip 
and spur; every person so offending shall be 
ruled off. 

So reads the rule and he who runs may read. 
But the rule is a matter for jesting only, not for 
action. The iniquity of drugging has become a 
part of the American system to such an extent 
that it is no longer considered to be a matter 
worthy of the attention of our racing officials. 
This condition is the shame of American racing. 


A GOOD IDEA, BUT— 
RANK K. HOOVER was listening to “one of 
the Eastern trainers who brought a 2-year- 
old to Lexington to run in the Breeders’ Futurity” 
as the trainer commented on the ugly condition 
of the Lexington track, when, according to Mr. 
Hoover’s account in The Lexington Herald: 

“Up came another prominent race track owner 
and he agreed with a prominent Blue Grass 
breeder, who was present, that it would take 
little effort to fix up a beautiful race track for 
Lexington. ‘Why don’t some of the big Eastern 
boys who have Thoroughbred farms here in the 
Blue Grass buy the trotting track and turn it 
into a course for runners and trotters both,’ the 
track owner said. ‘The grandstand could be torn 
down and a new one put up that would bust your 
eye out. They would build a mile and an eighth 
track for the runners and have an inside course 
for the trotters, and nobody would be or feel 
hurt.’ 

“This struck me as a splendid idea. The Ken- 
tucky Trotting Horse Breeders’ Association 
course is known for its natural beauty all over 
the country. Stately old trees and lots of shade 
add prestige to the place, and it reminds one of 
the New York tracks in appearance. The infield 
is almost level and beautiful in the summer time. 
The track is well constructed, and it would take 
a comparatively small amount to convert it into 
a racing plant that would put Churchill Downs 
and Latonia in the shade. The trotters could 
reach the inner course via the underground pas- 
sage to the centerfield, and if this passage 
wasn’t enough, another could be built very 
easily.” 

It may be a good idea, but it won’t work. At 
least, it has failed before. After the purchase 
of the Lexington running track by the Kentucky 
Jockey Club and before the organization of the 
Kentucky Association, control of the common 
stock of which is held by the American Turf As- 
sociation, a group of wealthy Kentuckians and 
Eastern sportsmen attempted to purchase the 
trotting track, but the Kentucky Trotting Horse 
Breeders’ Association would not sell. Nor is the 
association likely to be any more disposed to 
sell now than in the past. 


BACKED FOR THE CESAREWITCH. 


Oletta, one of five nominated by A. K. 
Macomber for the Cesarewitch Stakes, 214 miles, 
to be run at Newmarket, England, Wednesday, 
October 15, has been heavily backed for the race. 
It is stated that odds of 66 to 1 were obtained 
and that the layers stand to lose approximately 
$50,000 should she win. 
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SIRES OF WINNERS 


O the end of September this year, 701 stal- 

lions have sent out 3,854 winners of 9,016 
races aggregating $8,172,554, first monies only 
taken into account. The leading stallion is, of 
course, *Sir Gallahad III, with a total of $406,- 
395 gathered in by 14 winners of 43 races, the 
chief winner being Gallant Fox. Pennant is next 
and then come in order St. James, Whisk Broom 
II (dead), Black Servant, *Chicle, Sir Barton, 
*Wrack, Campfire, *Epinard, Man o’ War, Mad 
Hatter, John P. Grier, High Time, *Sun Briar, 
Friar Rock (dead), Bunting, The Porter and Sir 
Martin (dead). 

It is interesting to note that Pennant, Whisk 
Broom II, *Chicle, Mad Hatter and Bunting are 
H. P. Whitney horses, and that John P. Grier 
also was bred by Mr. Whitney. *Sir Gallahad 
III, *Wrack and Campfire are A. B. Hancock 
horses, and St. James was bred by Mr. Hancock. 
Black Servant is at Colonel E. R. Bradley’s Idle 
Hour Farm; *Donnacona and High Time are at 
Col. Phil T. Chinn’s Himyar Stud; Sir Barton 
is the property of B. B. Jones and is at Audley 
Farm in Virginia; *Epinard is back from France 
this week to stand at Beaumont Farm under 
management of C. J. FitzGerald; Man o’ War 
is at Samuel D. Riddle’s Faraway Farm; John P. 
Grier is at F. Wallis Armstrong’s Meadowview 
Farm in New Jersey; *Sun Briar is at Willis 
Sharp Kilmer’s Court Manor in Virginia, and The 
Porter is at E. B. McLean’s Belmont Plantations 
in Virginia. 

*Donnacona is the sire of 42 winners. *Wrack 
is next with 41 to his credit. High Time has 38, 
Bunting 37, Sweep 35, *Polymelian and Camp- 
fire 34 each, *Omar Khayyam, Pennant, *Spanish 
Prince II, and Westy Hogen 32 each, Seth (dead) 
31, John P. Grier, *Light Brigade and *North 
Star III, 30 each. *Wrack’s get are in the lead 
with 114 races won, and others are in this re- 
spect credited as follows: *Donnacona 112, Seth 
105, High Time 102, Hand Grenade 92, Westy 
Hogan 91, Bunting 90, Sir Barton 82, Pennant 79, 
*North Star III 77, Star Master, Sir Martin and 
Sporting Blood 74 each, Campfire, *Polymelian 
and Sweep 72 each.

ZIEGLER SUCCESSES IN SUCCCESSION. 
INCE Trainer Clyde Phillips took over the 
stable of William Ziegler, Jr., the Ziegler 
horses have been more successful than for many 
months. The first of the three $20,000 added 
stakes at Havre de Grace saw Spinach running 
one of the best races of his career to capture the 
rich prize of the Potomac Handicap. Saturday, 
October 4, Phillips brought back to the races 
Polydor, the 5-year-old sprinter which had looked 
as if his racing days were over when he appeared 
under colors in July. Polydor not only won at 
the first asking for Phillips, but turned six fur- 
longs in 1:11 2-5, the fastest of the meeting. 


His victory inaugurated a double for the stable, 
for in the Havre de Grace Cup Handicap, Spinach 
again showed brilliant form in taking down his 
second $20,000 added stakes of the meeting. 

Saturday’s program brought the Havre meet- 
ing to a close. Turfmen turned their attention 
to the yearling sales at Timonium Monday, and 
on Tuesday, October 7, Laurel’s annual session 
of 23 days was begun under the auspices of the 
Maryland State Fair. Laurel closes November 
1, to be followed by the Pimlico and Bowie 
meetings. 

SPINACH STEPS UP AGAIN. 

The nineteenth running of the Havre de Grace 
Cup Handicap ($20,000 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, 1 1-8 miles) was a clear victory for Spinach 
(116). The 3-year-old defeated Sun Beau (126), 
the favorite, by four lengths. Sun Beau had all 
he could do to stave off the fine closing rush of 
W. J. Salmon’s Dr. Freeland (106) and finish a 
head in front of the latter. Curate (108) took 
fourth money, a length back of Dr. F:eeland. 
Mack Garner undertook to set the pace with 
Curate, and J. Bejshak on Gone Away (110), the 
winner's stablemate, provoked him to make it a 
fast one, Questionnaire (119) also joining in the 
battle for the early lead. The pace did its work, 
and when the field came down to the finish line 
all the pacemakers were out of the money. A. 
Robertson had waited close up with Spinach and 
he moved up at the half-mile ground, wore Curate 
down on the turn and pulled away to an easy 
lead. Others in the field were Hot Toddy (114), 
Dinah Did Upset (105), Mokatam (108), For- 
tunate Youth (98), and Molasses Jane (10312).

*phone from his home to THE BLOOD-HORSE office. 
“I am confronted with the necessity for selling 
some of those horses or building another stable. 
I have decided to revert to my original plan to 
have about 15 mares, so will sell some in the 
coming sale. I would like your assistance in 
selecting the mares to sell, since I feel that you 
know the market at Lexington better than I 
do. Will you come?” 


We fixed Wednesday of last week as the day 
for the visit, and it was a lovely day. When we 
arrived shortly after 9 o’clock Charles Read, 
assistant to Mr. Crane, had finished exercising 
two sets of the yearlings, but we had the 
pleasure of seeing the next two sets trot, canter 
and breeze. Eleven of the yearlings are by 
*Wigstone, son of Bayardo, out of Blue Tit, by 
Wildfowler, well-bred to say the least, but more 
about him later. The other three are by *Ath- 
dara, by Desmond, out of Lady Jess, by Ayrshire, 
not now at the farm. 


The youngsters by *Wigstone are chestnut colts 
out of Compact, Lost Lady, Mary Lynn and Once 
More, brown gelding out of Bireme, bay gelding 
from Dusky Belle, chestnut gelding out of Diana 
Waters, bay fillies from Josephine C., Rachel 
Potter and Pollywitch, and chestnut filly out of 
Quicken. The three by *Athdara are fillies, a 
bay from Prismar and browns from Margaret 
Ware and Lee Adrin. The yearlings are all well 
grown and in good condition, and those the 
writer saw in motion had good action. 


COMPACT COLT IS CHOICE 
The colt out of Compact is the pick of the 
party. He would have been attractive at Sara- 
toga. The filly out of Quicken is smart and 
fast. The colt out of Lost Lady impresses one 
that he will do for good company. The Mary 
Lynn colt is not far off from him. Prismar’s 
filly has an enlarged off hind ankle, but breezes 
without lameness and Mr. Crane says she has 
never limped in the slightest. The enlargement 
is being reduced. Josephine C.’s filly is smart. 
The Pollywitch filly and the Once More colt ap- 
peared to be the choice of those the writer did 
not see in action. All of those yearlings have 
been taken to Aurora where they are to remain 
at Exposition Park until after they have had 
their trials. They will then be returned to Wild 
Rose Farm and later such as are to race at New 

Orleans will be shipped to that city. 


The 3-year-old Sun Mary, youngest of the 
mares, we did not see. She is in Virginia, where 
she visited the court of *Strolling Player, half- 
brother to the Epsom Derby winner, Call Boy. 
Sun Mary is by *Sun Briar, out of Mary Agnes, 
by *Assagai. 

Only six of the mares at Wild Rose Farm were 
without foals at their sides on the occasion of 
our visit, but all are that way by now, for wean- 
ing had been ordered to be accomplished by the 
end of the week. The sign is not taken into con- 
sideration at this establishment, though it hap- 
pened to have been “right’”” anyhow last week. 

The foals number 21 and are all by *Wigstone 
with the exception of a tall bay filly by *Athdara 
out of the large mare Josephine T., by Ben Tro- 
vato. The *Wigstone foals are, as a rule, not 
so flashy as the get of a number of stallions in 
Kentucky, but they are generally of good size, 
splendid bone and strong and healthy, with good 
feet, as a rule, small, shapely heads, good expres- 


sions, smart appearing, with plenty of length of 
rein, and properly coupled. 

The eight mares selected to be sold at Lexing- 
ton in November are all well-bred, of desirable 
type, with good records, six of them having 
had foals this year, and all believed to be in foal 
now, though this will be definitely determined 
by examination by Dr. W. W. Dimmock prior to 
the sale.

The second dam, 
Mossdale, producer of stakes winners, was sis- 
ter to The White Knight, grand race horse, great 
stayer and sire. 


Dusky Belle, bay, 1922, by Olambala (Bend Or 
line)—Belle Ronald (dam of Blemished, dam of 
Tannery, etc.), by Dark Ronald. Dusky Belle 
won eight races. Her first foal is the 2-year-old 
Corsage, now at the farm and to be raced next 
winter. 

Finis Gloriosus, chestnut, 1921, by Ballot— 
‘Masque (also dam of Amor Patria, Road Agent, 
False Face and Your Majesty, and sister to the 
‘French winners Assume and Alias), by Disguise. 
Finis Gloriosus won 16 races. Her first foal is 
the 2-year-old Caster, which has displayed 
speed and is at the farm for racing next winter. 

KIN TO HELEN’S BABE 

Pandale, bay, 1925, by *Pandion (Bend Or 
line)—-Briardale (dam of Omardale, Briarcliff 
and Carbonnell), by Ormondale. Pandale was a 
winner and her weanling bay colt by *Wigstone 
is her first foal. Briardale is half-sister to Har- 
vest Queen, dam of Neptune, Col. Murphy, Un- 
certainty, Reap and Beatrice Noyes. The next 
dam, Lady Bramble, also produced Helen Barbee, 
winner of 42 races and dam of four winners, in- 
cluding Helen’s Babe. 

Tarrayce C., chestnut, 1922, by Uncle—Lady 
Paramount (dam of six winners, all of her foals), 
by Hastings.

*WIGSTONE A BRED ’UN 


*Wigstone is a maiden. He started twice in 
England at two in 1917 and three times in this 
country at three. In his first appearance at Bel- 
mont Park, under the colors of Commander J. 
K. L. Ross, who had purchased him in England, 
he was third to *Polymelian and Jusqu’ au Bout. 
Next he was defeated by Debadou, and then he 
broke down, his last two races having been at 
Aqueduct. He entered the stud at Commander 
Ross’ establishment in Canada in 1920. His op- 
portunities have been very limited. Though he 
is a sure horse, only 33 foals have been registered 
by him to and including 1928. Of these 26 have 
started and 18 have won a total of 51 races, and 
these include three stakes winners. The best of 
his get is the 6-year-old mare Adamas, out of 
Finery, by Fair Play. She has won each of five 
seasons, including 1930, a total of 21 races. 

*Wigstone is a good looking bay horse with a 
disposition that permits of his being handled with 
a halter, even when in service. His sire, Bay- 
ardo, was unbeaten at two, failed in the Two 
Thousand Guineas and the Derby, then won his 
next eleven races at three, and at four his vic- 
tories included the Ascot Gold Vase and the Good- 
wood Cup. *Wigstone’s dam. Blue Tit, was a 
great mare. Ten of her produce were sold by 
auction for over $225,000, and they included Blue 
Dun, Westward Ho, Blue Ensign and Teresina.

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


ODDS AND ENDS 


By OLD ROSEBUD. 


HE forthcoming renewal of the Kentucky 
Jockey Club Stakes, which event is down for 
decision on October 16 at Churchill Downs, is to 
be a contest between the shining stars of the 
country’s juvenile ranks. Back Log, Don Leon, 
Bosafabo and one or two more are already on 
the scene of the conflict. But the best feature, 
to the writer’s way of thinking, in connection 
with this year’s outlook for the mile race is the 
news that Equipoise is practically certain to start. 
The affable Mose Goldblatt, trainer of the 
Western division of the Whitney stable, tells me 
that he is “pretty sure’ Equipoise will be among 
those parading for this rich event, and several 
brother scribblers say they have “seen a tele- 
gram.” Incidentally, speaking of Goldblatt, if 
anyone should happen to ask you, he is one of the 
veterans of the training art, knows racing inside 
out and upside down and because he happens to 
be training the “tail-end” division of this great 
racing establishment it isn’t to be taken for 
granted that he couldn't, with the opportunity, 
take the first division and do well with it. If 
anything, Goldblatt’s job is more difficult, for he 
is expected to take the outcasts and make them 
pay their way. This he does and well, too. 

Mr. Goldblatt agrees with me in that the Ken- 
tucky Jockey Club Stakes offers Equipoise the 
softest spot of the year. He gets in, as do all 
colts and geldings, at 122 pounds, which weight 
will probably rest as a feather on his sturdy 
back—130 doesn’t bother him to any great ex- 
tent. The distance should suit him better than 
any he has raced over to date. He has shown a 
tendency to “run from the quarter’ and hangs 
on tenaciously in the final brush. He is a horse 
of manifold threats, more than any really high- 
class colt of the year. He sprints well, wants 
to go on, is dead game, runs any going, carries 
weight like a Roseben and is a model of durabili- 
ty and consistency. 


Champion Jamestown doesn’t approach him in 
all those respects. The Widener colt is a fast 
breaker, has a world of speed, carries weight 
well and is game, but his mud-running ability, 
soundness and toughness of fibre are question- 
able. Again a colt with so much early foot as he 
has displayed isn’t apt to make a great 3-year- 


old. I don’t think you will see much of James- 
town next season. Few Futurity winners make 
good at three. 


The Pennant colt’s race in the Eastern Shore 
was a Clear definition of the term “class.”’ It was 
that element in his make-up which asserted itself 
when he overcame early entanglements and dif- 
ficulties in the running, bounded through a small 
opening on the rail and breezed home by five 
lengths, conceding some right husky colts weight 
in large chunks. 

Since the running of the Futurity many alibis 
have been advanced in the Whitney colt’s behalf. 
Several horsemen who were present for the race 
have advanced the theory that Equipoise, with a 
better ride, a better position, etc., would have 
been the winner and Tom Healey says it was a 
shame for him to have been beaten. Excuses and 
alibis, though, don’t gain anything, anyhow. By 
reason of his having won the most money, James- 
town is the champion, but there is yet a good 
chance for the Pennant colt to supplant him be- 
fore the season is over. If he accepts the issue 


in the Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes and the 
Pimlico Futurity and wins both those rich fix- 


tures he will have surpassed the st* James colt 
in the matter of earnings and it now appears 
that only the veriest flukes or a mishap can pre- 
vent his doing just that. At any rate, champion 
or not, Old Rosebud wouldn’t walk around Equi- 
poise for a pair of Jamestowns. 
* 

TALKED to the highly successful young 

breeder-owner-trainer of Thoroughbreds, Har- 
ry S. Hart, at the Downs the other morning. 
Harry has his good Saxon here in training for 
his engagement in the Hawthorne Gold Cup, 
feature offering of the Chicago Business Men’s 
Racing Association meeting now in_ session. 
Saxon never looked better in his life than now. 
He is a Whitney-bred bay horse, 6, by Broom- 
stick-—Homely, by *Sea King. He was one of the 
best juveniles in the Greentree Stable of his year 
and as a 3-year-old won several stakes, defeat- 
ing, among others, the brilliant Bostonian, an- 
other son of Broomstick, and winner that same 
season of the Preakness and the Riggs Memorial. 
In all, Saxon has won some fifteen or sixteen 
races and has been placed in many others. He 
runs any going and apparently could stay as far 
as the next if trained for distance racing. 


Saxon served fifteen mares at Tollie Young’s 
Creekview Farm near Lexington during the last 
breeding season, which was his first at stud, and 
Mr. Hart says that he is practically certain that 
fourteen of them are in foal and that there is a 
possibility of the remaining one being in foal. 
A fine percentage. 

Saxon is very like his sire in conformation and 
color, about the only difference being that he 
is a bit taller. Never have I seen a horse with 
better bone; his cannons are short and large to 
the extreme and his knees, ankles and hocks are 
excellent. There is no defect in his feet that he 
could pass on to his get, although a quarter- 
crack necessitated his temporary retirement. 
This ailment was entirely accidental in origin. 
Saxon would have been retired as sound as the 
day he was foaled had not a partition in a car in 
which he was traveling fallen and struck him on 
the coronary band, causing the wall of the hoof 
to grow thin and ultimately resulting in the 
crack. It has been cut out and there is no trace 
of the trouble at present. For a horse that has 
seen stud service Saxon is training wonderfully 
and there is every reason to believe that he will 
give a very good account of himself in any race 
in which his owner-trainer starts him. 

MUCH underrated racer—-Pigeon Hole. Wal- 

ter Taylor has him looking like a million 
dollars and says that if he and the good 3-year- 
old filly Alcibiades continue in their training as 
nicely as at present he is going to take them to 
Chicago in an attempt to bring that much cov- 
eted Gold Cup back to the Headley mantel. Wal- 
ter is one of the most able of the younger gener- 
ation of trainers and this has been a very suc- 
cessful season for his charges, the above men- 
tioned pair in particular. He is a firm believer 
in keeping a horse big and strong while in train- 
ing—which obviously is a very clever idea, con- 
sidering his success as a trainer. Alcibiades, 
though, will never be that sort. She simply 
doesn’t carry much flash, else Walter would have 
it on her. This chestnut daughter of the speedy 
Supremus is an eligible for the Latonia Cham- 
pionship and an intended starter. 

Taylor really works with his horses; nobody’s 
going to accuse him of being a “hotel trainer.” 
When it is work day for one of the several stars 
of the Headley establishment, Taylor will be 
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“up.” In working the animal himself, he is sat- 
isfied that the job will be well done. He rates 
his horses to a nicety and still has a good seat 
and hands. Mr. Headley made no mistake when 
he turned his racers over to this young man. 

D. (AL) STEELE, who trains the racers 

- for the Hieatt Brothers, of Louisville, has 
a pair of good distance running mares under his 
wing in Star Lassie and Ben Machree, both of 
the staying Fair Play strain on top. Both are 
coming along for their engagements, the former 
in the Latonia Championship and the latter in 
the Latonia Cup, and they should be ready for 
the question. Mr. Steele is one of the real old- 
timers in this racing game. He recalled to the 
writer the other morning that he galloped Blue 
Girl and Yankee for the late John E. Madden. 
He entered the deceased master of Hamburg’s 
employ in the early 1890's. 

Mr. Steele quite naturally has a soft spot in 
his heart for Blue Girl and says that it was 
largely due to the fact that Star Lassie came of 
the same female family, that of Maggie B. B., 
that he purchased the big chestnut mare for his 
employers’ account. 

The Steele-trained horses are accounting for 
their full measure of the races. He saddled three 
winners on opening day at Lexington’s latest 
meeting with bright prospects for more such 
red-letter days. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


*HARMONIQUE RECOVERING. 


*Harmonique, 12-year-old stallion by Sardana- 
pale—Melody, by *Meddler, is apparently on the 
road to recovery from his long illness, according 
to a communication received by THE BLOOD- 
Horse from Jack Hoffman, manager of San 
Geronimo ranch at Taos, N. M., where the horse 
is standing. *Harmonique is still under veteri- 
nary care, but his present condition indicates 
recovery in time for the next breeding season. 
He is putting on flesh, has a bright eye and good 
coat. 


Rock Stone, which will be remembered by read- 
ers of THE BLOOD-HORSE as the winner of a quar- 
ter-mile race commemorated by a poem published 
last February (THE BLOOD-HORSE, No. 7, page 
230), “was the best horse that ever hit this coun- 
try,”” Mr. Hoffman writes. “I sold him for $1,500 
and the party who purchased him got impatient 
and took him to the cowboy roundup at Las 
Vegas and he won his first three starts in a 
romp from three-eighths to one mile. The fourth 
start, just as he was going to the front, he 
stepped on a rock in the track and broke the 
small bones in a pastern. He sure was a sweet 
horse among this kind of cattle.” 

“All of my mares and colts,’ Mr. Hoffman 
adds, “are doing fine, as they are all running 
out yet, 24 hours a day in alfalfa pastures up to 
their knees. The old horse King Tut is 
down here, and seems to be boss.” 


WAGGONERS STILL SPORTSMEN. 

The racing meeting which W. T. Waggoner and 
his sons presented at their private race course, 
Arlington Downs, in Tarrant County, Texas, last 
November, cost them many thousands of dollars 
and gained many friends for racing in Texas. 
This year the owners of the Three D’s Stock 
Farm have again signified their willingness to 
expend many thousands in gaining friends for 


racing. They are now sending invitations 
throughout the country for horsemen to partici- 
pate in a meeting to be held for nine days, 
November 1 tc 11 inclusive. The meeting is to 
be two days shorter than that held last fall and, 
like its predecessor, will be held without betting. 


Details of the program have not yet been an- 
nounced, but it is probable that the Texas 
Breeders’ Futurity will have its inaugural run- 
ning at the meeting. Nominations to this race 
were made in 1927, and the conditions at that 
time stipulated that it was to be run between 
September 1 and December 1, 1930, “over some 
track in Texas.’’ The race will be at six fur- 
longs. Twenty-three 2-year-olds are still eligible, 
and all of them are, as provided by the conditions, 
“foaled, raised and trained in Texas,” though it 
is permitted that candidates for the stakes may 
race outside the state before starting in the 
Futurity. The owner of a starter must be “a 
bona fide resident of the state of Texas.” 


DEATH OF P. LEO FAULKNER. 


One of the most influential figures in Irish rac- 
ing for the last decade or more was lost when 
Percival Leo Faulkner was accidentally killed by 
a motor car last month. The handicapper to the 
Irish Turf Club was knocked down and killed at 
the Brook Street crossing in Hyde Park, London. 
The driver was exonerated at the inquest, as it 
was stated that he had done his utmost to pre- 
vent the accident and was in no way responsible. 
Mr. Faulkner at one time was a superintendent 
of police in India, where he took much interest 
in Turf affairs. For many years he had been a 
contributor to numerous Irish and English pub- 
lications and occasionally to an American peri- 
odical. He was not so long ago engaged with 
Dr. J. B. Robertson (Mankato) in an interesting 
and outspoken controversy over the quality of 
Irish grass. He lived at Step-Aside, the Curragh, 
Treland.

MISSTEP IS RETIRED. 


N pursuance of the plan of Leo J. Marks to 
retire Misstep to the stud without having him 
broken down in racing, the son of Upset arrived 
at his owner’s Le Mar Stock Farm near Lexing- 
ton on Saturday last. He was shipped from 
Havre de Grace, Maryland, to Trainer Mose 
Lowenstein, and was in charge of his regular 
attendant. In the car with him were Masterly 
and Back Talk, the former owned by Le Mar 
Stock Farm, and the latter the property of Mose 
Lowenstein and Jay D. Weil. Misstep has a 
brand new stable that he will occupy at Le Mar 
Stock Farm, and there also is a stall in it for 
Canaan when he shall come here at the end of 
the racing season. 


Mr. Marks in a short while will make an- 
nouncement of the fee at which Misstep is to 
stand next season. 


Misstep was a stakes winner in each of his four 
years of racing. He stood always among the 
leaders of his division and sometimes was the 
leader of them all. He was possessed of tre- 
mendous speed and never was unsound in any 
respect. He suffered a considrable share of ill 
luck, however, and but for this would have had 
earnings of a larger total than the $182,390 with 
which he closed his racing career. 

At two Misstep won the Great Western Han- 


dicap and the National Futurity and was third in , 


the wueen City Handicap and the Bashford 
Manor Stakes. 

At three he won the Fairmount Derby and La 
Salle and Gadsden D. Bryan Memorial Handicaps, 
and finished second in the Kentucky and Ameri- 
can Derbies. 

At four his victories included the Washington 
Park, Arlington, Crete, Steger and Thanksgiving 
(Bowie) Handicaps, and he was second in the 
Hawthorne Gold Cup and Stars and Stripes 
Handicap. 

This year at five his only stakes victory was 
the Washington Park Handicap. In his last 
start, the Stars and Stripes Handicap at Arling- 
ton Park, he met interference and then forced 
Blue Larkspur to establish a track record of 
1:49 2-5 for the mile and an eighth. He finished 
second, beaten half a length, after a great race. 
His racing record foilows:

Misstep was one of the outstanding bargains 
in the history of the Saratoga sales. Bred by 
Messrs. A. E. Hundley and Son, of Danville, and 
sold at Saratoga as a yearling in 1926 as a part 
of the consignment from the Himyar Stud, he 


was bought by Leo J. Marks, on the advice of 
C. H. (Trainer) Hughes, for $4,000. 

Misstep’s excellent racing record will be recom- 
mendation enough to make him a much sought 
after stallion. It is backed up by a pedigree of 
solid strength. The most unusual feature of 
Misstep’s breeding is that he traces to Broom- 
stick both in the tail male and in the tail female, 
his second dam, St. Kentigerna, being a daughter 
of the same horse which is his paternal great- 
grandsire. The Ben Brush and Broomstick 
horses are noted for their durability, and Misstep 
has been one of the stoutest of them. 

St. Theresa’s other winning foals were Full o’ 
Fun (25 wins), Rosa Greener, Just O’Neil and 
St. Jim. St. Kentigerna produced the winners 
Kalmia Park and Leyland, and all the other close- 
up dams were producers of winners. The fourth 
dam is *Esteem by Childwick—Hestia, by Hamp- 
ton. Hestia was sister and half-sister to several 
stakes winners in England and was out of Hester, 
winner of the One Thousand Guineas and several 
other leading stakes in England. It is the No. 
12 family, listed by Bruce Lowe as a sire family. 


*ROSEDROP IS DEAD. 

*Rosedrop, chestnut mare, 1907, by St. Frus- 
quin, out of Rosaline, by Trenton, she out of 
Rosalys, by Bend Or, brought over from England 
in 1922 by Walter J. Salmon, was humanely 
destroyed by Dr. Bardwell, resident veterinarian, 
at Mereworth Stud, Lexington, a few days ago. 
*Rosedrop won the Oaks and the Great Yorkshire 
Stakes and $32,375, and was the dam of the 
celebrated English race horse and sire, Gains- 
borough, winner of the Two Thousand Guineas, 
New Derby, Newmarket Gold Cup and September 
Stakes, and $70,400. She also was the dam of 
the English Stakes winner Cottingham. When 
*Rosedrop came over she was carrying to Somme 
Kiss, and the following year she dropped a 
chestnut colt, which died. In 1924 she had a 
chestnut filly by Fair Play, which died as a 
yearling. The following year she dropped Mere 
Play, a winner and now a sire at Mereworth 
Stud. No foal was registered in 1926. The fol- 
lowing year she dropped the chestnut filly, 
Rosern, non-winner, by Mad Hatter. She had 
since been without issue and was conclusively 
incapacitated for further production. 


*EPINARD ARRIVES FROM FRANCE. 

*Epinard arrived in New York from France 
Monday of this week and by the time this issue 
of THE BLOOD-HORSE reaches you, barring acci- 
dent, of course, he will be comfortably in his box 
at Hal Price Headley’s Beaumont Farm, near Lex- 
ington. Mr. FitzGerald is to be congratulated on 
having secured the return of the great son of 
Badajoz to Kentucky, and as evidence of the 
thought of the public in this direction, the sire’s 
book is full and could have been filled again for 
the coming season. 


ROGUISH EYE AT HIMYAR STUD.

BROWN BUD’S CELEBRATED RELATION. 


Brown Bud, recently purchased by Arthur B. 
Hancock, master of Claiborne and Ellerslie Studs, 
from Frederick Johnson, New York, is_ bred 
similar to Prunus, leading sire in Germany in 
1927, 1928 and 1929. Prunus is by Dark Ronald 
(grandsire of Brown Bud), out of Pomegranate 
(half-sister to *Pietra, grandam of Brown Bud), 
by Persimmon, son of St. Simon, and *Pietra’s 
sire, Pietermaritzburg, was by St. Simon. Weis- 
dorn, by Prunus, was the best 2-year-old in Ger- 
many in 1924 and leading winner in Germany in 
1925. Mah Jong, by Prunus, was the best 2-year- 
old in Germany in 1926 and won the German 
Derby and Berlin Grand Prize in 1927. Waltzer- 
troun, by Prunus, was the best 2-year-old in 
Germany in 1928. Prunus had 14 2-year-old win- 
ners in Germany in 1926. Oleander, by Prunus, 
was reckoned the best 3-year-old in Germany in 
1927, winning the Grand Prize Baden-Baden that 
year, and was the best horse of the year in Ger- 
many in 1928. The British Bloodstock Review 
(London), volume 18, page 320, says: “Oleander 
is not only the best horse ever bred in Germany; 
he has also won the most money, his total being 
over £29,000; he has been successful in 18 races 
and has equalled Kincsem’s record of winning the 
Grand Prize Baden-Baden three times in suc- 
cessive years. He is now retired to the owner’s 
stud at Schlenderhan at a fee of £200.”

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YEARLINGS AT LOUISVILLE 


By OLD ROSEBUD. 

HE yearling colonists at both the Louisville 
tracks, Churchill Downs and Douglas Park, 
are far advanced in their training at this writing 
and practically all of them have been tested in 
order that their connections may learn which are 
worthy of keeping in the big stakes of next 
season and which to throw out. Of course this 
isn’t always a true index to what a colt or filly 
will do, but it works in about 90 per cent of cases 
and the smart trainer will always make due 

allowance for the big, growthy youngsters. 


The fastest yearling at Douglas Park is a filly 
in the large band receiving its tutelage under the 
skilful guidance of Johnny Jones, and, strangely 
enough, is the property of the Beechmont horse- 
man. This sprightly miss is a medium sized bay 
by *Prince Philip-—*Chatterie. 


The writer is inclined to think that much of 
this filly’s speediness and precocity she gets from 
her dam. This filly being a bay and looking not 
in the least like her grey sire in conformation, it 
is only reasonable to think that she is a “true 
daughter of her mother,” as the biologists would 
say, is it not? I wonder to which of her parents 
“Screw” Sanders would ascribe her evident 
quality. He recently poked suspicion at a fine 
bay filly by *Stefan the Great in the Widener 
barn at Churchill Downs, saying that she should 
have been a grey, like her sire. On the other 
hand, the Louisville sage has often asserted that 
he is a steadfast adherent to the theory that a 
Thoroughbred is about 80 per cent of his or 
her dam. So, upon learning that the filly has 
a world of speed he might lean upon this latter 
theory. 

BEST YOUNGSTER AT THE DOWNS 

The best yearling at the Downs, and apparently 
at either track, is the own sister to Insco. Yes, 
another filly, believe it or not. This young lady 
has become somewhat of a sensation by reason 
otf her actions and great speed. She can certainly 
“twenty-two it,” as the work-watchers can assure 
you. Wish that some of my “advisory board” 
(who informed that in this one I had picked 
another lemon when I spoke of the fine im- 
pression she had left on me when I saw her at 
the Chinn Farm, before she was taken to Sara- 
toga, where she was sold to “Boots” Durnell for 
the account of his employer, Griffin Watkins, for 
$30,000) could have been present at the Downs 
the other morning when she was breezed with 
the very pick of the band of 32 “Boots” is 
training. 

She broke away like an old horse, and her 
action, unlike her brother’s, is graceful and 
frictionless. She simply skims over the ground. 
At the break she settled low to the ground and 
went to eating up the loam in long, effortless, 
strides. Every time one of her workmates drew 
up on her, she pulled away determinedly. Her 
time was remarkably good and especially so 
when one considers that she was under stout 
restraint throughout. 

After her work, the writer gladly accepted the 
invitation of Harry Williams, in charge during 
Mr. Durnell’s absence, to inspect her closely in 
her box. Her disposition is as perfect as Insco’s. 
She has great scope, well muscled quarters and 
a good shoulder. When she is through growing she 
will probably be as large as the Post and Pad- 
dock Stakes winner. By far the most impressive

feature about her is the great size and quality 
of her legs. The joints are exceptionally large 
and well knit and the cannons are short and 
quite the largest I think I have ever seen in a 
yearling colt or filly. She has a head and neck 
which would immediately single her out of any 
group of young horses because of their beauty. 
Just now she is a far better prospect than Insco 
was at the same age. 

While at the Durnell “barn” I took the oppor- 
tunity to renew by acquaintanse with Insco. The 
son of *Sir Gallahad III naturally looks a bit 
drawn about the flanks after his having been 
kept in constant training since the ground 
thawed last spring. He has grown quite a bit 
and his neck has taken on a nice crest. Like his 
sister he is a dark bay with black points; the 
only difference in their general make-up and 
color being that he is much larger and has a 
small star and white fetlocks all around. Insco 
will not race again this year. If plans for him 
work out, the Kentucky Derby next spring will 
be his next start. ‘Boots’ says that Insco is 
easily the fastest juvenile he has ever seen and 
believes that he can whip all .the Jamestowns 
and Equipoises one can name. ‘Also that he 
would have proven it had he not cuffed his near 
fore ankle in his last work for the Futurity at 
Belmont. 

Insco hit his off fore ankle in a work at Chi- 
cago and it had no more than mended when he 
struck the other. His attendants say that his 
action has improved greatly over the summer, 
but from his striking his ankles so much I judge 
that it is not yet perfect. Insco ran faster than 
any 2-year-old I have seen perform since Bub- 
bling Over’s year. That he can really run is evi- 
dent when one considers that he took his weight 
and “toted” it over the five furlongs in :58 4-5 
at Arlington, finishing out the five and one-half 
furlongs in 1:05, a new track mark He is pebble

A BREEDING ESTABLISHMENT 

The great majority of the Watkins yearlings 

are fillies, which gives rise to the thought that 
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perhaps the Chicago sportsman is_ intending 
establishing a breeding farm, possibly in the 
vicinity of that great city, as did the Hertzes. 
O’Neil Sevier also seems to think Mr. Watkins 
bought all these well-bred fillies with this idea 
in mind.

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ANOTHER VICTIM OF TAXATION. 


HE latest English horse-breeder to announce 

a diminution of activities because of the pres- 
sure of taxation is Baroness Wentworth, who has 
at Crabbet Park, Sussex, a stud appraised by 
English experts as comprising “probably the fin- 
est Arabian blood in the world.” 


The stud was founded by the late Wilfred 
Scawen Blunt, father of Lady Wentworth. He 
was a man of diverse interests and talents and 
his intimacy with sheiks and desert potentates 
brought him first-hand knowledge with the Arab 
horse. He established the Crabbet Park stud in 
the ’seventies and made important additions to 
it in later years. Since his death Lady Went- 
worth, his daughter, has carried on the develop- 
ment of the breeding designs which he began, 
and she is now credited with owning Arab stock 
of such pure quality—some of the pedigrees are 
more than 200 years old—that it is not to be 
bettered anywhere. 


Because of the fact that the Crabbet Park stud 
is a unique development and because of the uni- 
form breed and high quality of horses produced 
there, Lady Wentworth has announced that she 
would prefer to sell the stock to a single pur- 
chaser who would carry on the work her father 
began. The stud has an estimated value of some- 
thing like $1,000,000. If no purchaser is found 
who is willing to take over the whole group, 
Lady Wentworth plans to retain a few of her 
best Arabians. There are 112 head in the estab- 
lishment. 


STAKES RESULTS AT NEWMARKET. 


F. W. Wilmot’s The Masher, chestnut colt by 
Pomme-de-terre out of Madam Adam, by Adam 
Bede, carried 125 pounds to victory in the Great 
Foal Stakes at Newmarket September 30. Mrs. 
C. Rich’s Silvermount was second and Mrs. Ar- 
thur James’ Termite third, each carrying 104 
pounds. Silvermount, the favorite, was beaten 
by three lengths. The Masher was 9 to 1 in the 
betting. Eight started in the mile and a quarter 
stakes for 3-year-olds. 


Coldstream, a black colt by Grand Parade— 
Placidia, by Valens, captured the Hopeful Stakes, 
five furlongs, for 2-year-olds, at Newmarket Oc- 
tober 1, for Lord Glanely, scoring a runaway vic- 
tory over the odds-on favorite, Atbara, owned by 
Lt.-Col. Giles Loder. Third in the field of six 
was the Aga Khan’s Sherab. Coldstream’s price 
was 7 to 4. His victory is considered a good 
augury, as Blenheim, which won the stakes last 
year, proved the winner of this year’s Epsom 
Derby. 

Sir George Noble’s Knight Error, 4 years old, 
by Prince Galahad—vV. A. D., captured the six 
furlong Great Eastern Handicap. Running as the 
favorite, he defeated Sol Joel’s Fleeting Memory 
by a head, with the Aga Khan’s Lephare third, 
by a neck. 


Sir Abe Bailey’s 3-year-old Calvados, by Pom- 
mern—Spearbelle, defeated J. S. Austin’s Boldero, 
Lord Hillington’s Flange and fifteen others in 
the mile and half October Handicap. 

October 2 Lord Derby’s Pyramid, by Papyrus 
—tTrestle, defeated the Aga Khan's Le Voleur, M. 
Boussac’s Bara and four others in the Jockey 
Club Stakes, 1 3-4 miles. The value to the win- 
ner was about $10,000. 

The Rous Memorial Stakes, run October 3, fell

LORD GLANELY LEADS OWNERS. 


Lord Glanely is the leading winning owner in 
England this year, with a small margin over the 
Aga Khan, according to statistics published by 
The Sporting Chronicle (Manchester), including 
races of September 19. Twenty horses have won 
31 races for Lord Glanely for a total of 36,228 
pounds (about $181,140). For the Aga Khan 11 
horses have won 13 races and 35,965 pounds 
(about $179,825). Lord Derby is third on the list 
with 28,019 pounds (about $140,095). Other lead- 
ing owners are Lord Woolavington, W. M. G. 
Singer, Lt.-Col. Giles Loder, Lord Ellesmere, 
Major D. McCalmont, Sir Hugo Hirst, Sir C. Hyde 
and J. A. Dewar. 

Lord Derby is the leading breeder, with 26,165 
pounds (about $130,825) to his credit, with Major 
D. McCalmont and the Aga Khan next. Horses 
bred in France occupy fourth place on the list. 

There is a close alignment among the leading 
trainers, with R. C. Dawson, Capt. T. Hogg, F. 
Darling and H. Persse very close together and 
rating in the order named. Other leading train- 
ers are J. Lawson, Frank Butters, V. P. Gilpin, 
F. Templeman, Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort, M. D. 
Peacock, Basil Jarvis and N. C. Scobie. 

F. Fox is leading the jockeys with 97 winners, 
though closely pressed by G. Richards with 94. 


BETTING DECLINE IN CANADA. 


The extent of Canadian racing’s reaction to 
the business depression is indicated by the recent 
report issued by the Department of Agriculture. 
On six tracks in the province of Quebec a total 
of $5,424,131 was bet this year, showing a de- 
crease of $1,689,578 from the 1929 figures. The 
percentage of decrease was 23.7 per cent. Blue 
Bonnets betting declined from $1,789,807 to 
$1,279,581 and other tracks in the province 
showed lesser declines. Gate receipts for the 
six courses were $154,176.36, just $30,606.33 
under the total for 1929. It has been unofficially 
stated that prior to his sailing for England; 
Premier Ferguson intimated a reduction from 
$5,000 to $3,000 per day of the government 
license tax. :

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THINGS WRONG AT BELMONT. 


“The Futurity,” Clem McCarthy reared back 
and said in The Morning Telegraph, “suggests 
two things radically wrong with racing at Bel- 
mont Park: Attempting to start horses without 
a stall gate, and the point from which the stew- 
ards view racing down the chute. 

“Had a stall gate been used in the third race, 
the post delay must have been cut in half. The 
horses might have gotten away in less than two 
minutes. We personally cannot name any starter 
we believe would do better work with only the 
old-fashioned barrier than George Cassidy is do- 
ing. Nor can we name any off-hand that would 
be likely to do worse. But we'd gladly wager 
that, given a Bahr or Waite or Jarvis stall gate, 
young Cassidy’s work would improve 200 per 
cent. 

“The stewards should view races down the 
chute from a stand located directly opposite the 
one used by the placing judges for those races. 
It should be on that side of the track nearest the 
grandstand, because 90 per cent of the leaders in 
chute races finish down against the near rail. 
And the stewards should be where they may look 
directly at those horses coming head on. 


“Two stewards at least should be there. If it 
is believed a steward should be where he can see 
what some of the little jockeys might be doing, 
then let him stand in the present pagoda. Ora 
fourth steward might be named for the straight- 
away races and let the three regulars go down 
where they can see something. 

“Without even a patrol judge placed where he 
can see the horses coming head on in the final 
furlong, how are the stewards to get any satis- 
factory account of how much interference a com- 
plaining jockey actually suffered? Did he have 
room to come through when he started but was 
pinched off, or did he attempt to go through an 
impossible hole? Also, was he dead beat, there- 
fore snatched up to feign interference ? 

“As things stand now the stewards are both 
judge and jury; they have complainants and de- 
fendants, but they have no witnesses. And rac- 
ing stewards are supposed either to be witnesses 
or have patrol judges as witnesses of as much 
of a race as is possible. Then maybe judge and 
jury, too.”
